demoralization, corruption, and scandals in 
connection with the government departments 
have sent a shock through the country which 
in point of intensity has no parallel in its his- 
tory. The feelings of indignation and shame, 
which first found expression in the lobbies of 
the House during the last few days, have been 
echoed throughout the length and breadth of 
the land. 

In connection with one branch of the service 
alone the country has been robbed of millions 
ofdollars. The inquiry conducted before the 
Privileges and Elections committee has 
lifted the veil feom many flagrant acts 
of official peculation, but Larkin, Connolly & 
Co. are not the only contractors who have ob- 
tained large government works for substan- 
tial considerations of the red-parlor type, and 
secured alterations in the specifications which 
have enormously increased their value. The 
papers which Mr. Trow asked for in Parlia- 
ment the other day will, when they are pro- 
duced, show what has been done in connev- 
tion with other contracts. The airis loaded 
with charges of maladmjnistration. The De- 
partment of the Interior is in a state of per- 
turbation, for the irregularities there are so 
extensive that it is hard to tell who is 
not involved, In connection with another 
large department a scandal has leaked out 
which involves the personal reputation of the 
Minister, and which, should the facts be es- 
tablished as they are stated, will necessitate 
his withdrawal from public life.

Were the 
plague spots foul, though they might be con- 
fined to one or two places, there would per- 
haps be some grounds for believing that 
a drastic remedy might prove effectual and 
save the life of the administration. But the 
whole system is rotten. This is admitted even 
by Conservatives, who are talking about a 
royal commission to inquire into the working 
of all the departments. 

Last week was unusually exciting, but ex- 
traordinary as have been the developments, 
those of the coming week will be greater still. 
The Public Accounts committée meets again 
tomorrow and there is plenty of matter for it 
to sift. The government’s condition is so 
critical that the prolongation of its diseased 
life is all but hopeless. 

A prominent Conservative says there aro 
men on the ministerial benches who will 
desert the government as soon as they think 
the crisis has arrived, and the last few days 
have brought it close to them. The govern- 
ment’s majority cannot stand reverses in the 
country. A féw victories for the Liberals will 
make it unworkable, and an appeal at a gen- 
eral eléction is certain annihilation.

At last night’s meeting of the City Council 
the Mayor submitted the following communi- 
cation on the subject of subways to connect 
the boulevard systems of Chicago: 
Gentlemen: The question of connecting the 
three divisions of the city in such manner as to 
make the channels of communication safe and 
free from interruption, especially so as to afford 
light vehicles such facilities, is growing in im- 
portance and has been gr for many years. 
Without any extraordinary condition of things, 
it is a question that must soon be met in this city ; 
but in view of the holding of the Columbian Ex- 
position in this city in 1893 it is absolutely essen- 
tial that adequate means be provided to improve 
the present and imperfect conditions. 

The park systems have, either in existence or 
projected, commodious and ample connecting 
boulevards in the outer portions of the city, but 
are wholly without connecting thorodghfares fit 
for such usein the interior of the city, where it 
is plain they are much needed. The consequence 
is that we have three unconnected park systems 
with no proper routes of communication. More- 
over, it is within the knowledge of every one that 
it is well nigh impossible for light vehicles to 
pass from the residence districts ihto or 
through the business center, at least with 
safety. It is a mistake to suppose that such 
proper connecting lines as are here suggested 
are for pleasure driving alone. Light vehicles 
are a necessity for busy men on many occasions, 
but so great is the traffic and so congested the 
streets of the business district that it is only the 
heaviest and strongest vehicles that can survive a 
passage through those streets. There should be 
at least one highway fit for light vehicles run- 
ning from the heart of the business district to 
each of the three residence portions of ‘the city, 
and these three highways should be connected 
with each other so as to afford a way of passage 
between the three residence districts. : 


A Suggestion as to Jackson Street, 


For the present such improvement ot Jackson 
strect between Michigan avenue and Halsted 
street can be made as will by proper regulation of 
the use of that street afford such a passage way 
without the necessity of a tunnel under the river 
and without excluding traffic teaming thereftom ;

I think the change and extension of time for 
laying the first twelve miles of pipe which is 
given by this amended ordinance is open to se- 
rious objection, That extension gives the com- 
pany the year 1893, during which the tear- 
ing up of the streets would go on.

Another, and one of the most serious objections 
to this ordinance, is that it does not, in my opin- 
ion, provide adequate compensation to the city 
and the public for the privileges granted. I think = 
such compensation should be an adequate return 
for the benefits or value given. Whenever 
the city acquires private property for the public 
uses of a street, it is compelled to pay tho full 
market value thereof. When ‘the cityis asked 
to grant valuable rights or privileges therein, why 
should it not also receive the value thereof? 


No Substantial Return. 


I do not think this ordinance provides for any 
return to the city to be compared with the value 
of the privileges granted. While it provides for 
the payment to the city of 3 ver cent of the 
receipts of the company from the sale of illumi- 
nating gasand 5 per cent of the receipts from 
the sale of fuel gas, there is no guarantee of 
any specified minimum amount that the city 
shall receive. It is clear to me: that the city 
would not for some time receive any substantial 
return from this provision which pould be looked 
upon as some compensation for the privileges 
granted in tearing up the streets and inconven- 
iencing the public. 

It should be borne in mind that in the adjust- 
ments with the existing gas companies in which a 
percentage on illuminating gas was demanded 
and conceded, a guaranty was given that the per- 
centage which the city should receive would 
be at least $150,000 a year from Jan. 1, 1891. These 
companies had their mains and pipes already in 
the streets and had existing franchises; and at 
the same time the city was under the then pres- 
ent necessity of getting its supply of gas from 
day to day from them and negotiating the price 
thereof, 

Tho situation with new companies now seeking 
franchises is entirely different.. The city.authori- 
ties can in granting them franchises dictate the 
terms. Those terms should be more favorable to 
the city than covld be looked for from the old 
companies which are not seeking new franchises. 
A new company could now build its works and 
lay its pipes through the city at much less cost 
than the older companies were subjected to. 
What He Thinks a Fair Bargain. 


Ithink that if a franchise were now to be 
granted the percentage to be paid to the city 
upon the receipts from manufactured illuminat- 
ing gas should be at least 34% per cent and 5 ver 
cent on receipts from fuel gas, natural 
or manufactured, with a guaranty that the same 
should amount to not less than $150,000 a year, 
and that the payment of such minimum amount 
should commence at some speci tme—say, 
Jan. 1, 1892. In other words, that before any fran- 
chise should be granted to a ew company for 
this purpose the city should have a guaranty of 
at least $150,000 a year, whether said company be 
in operation or not, and that such guaranty 
should commence not later than Jan. 1, 1892. 

I do not agree with those favoring this amend- 
ed ordinance that the granting of a franchise to a 
new company will necessarily reduce the price of 
gas to the consumer or to the city. My reasons 
for this opinion are based upon the history of gas 
companies in this city and upon the history of gas 
companies in foreign cities and other citios in this 
country. . 

For the reasons herein stated Icannot approve 
the ordinance as submitted for my consideration, 
and herewith return it with my veto. Very re- 
spectfully, HEMPSTEAD WASHBURNE, Mayor.

CONTRACTOR ONDERDONK EXPLAINS, 


Condition of the Water Tunnels Outlined 
to the Finance Committee, 

Andrew Onderdonk, the contractor for the 
Fourteenth street tunnel, appeared before the 
Council Finance committee yesterday to ex- 
plain his failure to complete the two six-foot 
tunnels to the intermediate cfib within the 
time set forth in his contract of last February. 
He said he had done everything in ms power 
to push the work, but the nature of the ground 
around the intermediate crib was such that he 
could not make any headway therefrom. . He 
hoped for better success in the near future, and 
thought he would have the work to the inter- 
mediate crib done not far from Nov. 1, cer- 
tainly before Jan. 1. He submitted the fol- 
lowing memorandum: 


The present status of tne new water tunnel be- 
ing built by me is as follows: The land tunnels 
connecting the new tunnels with the old have 
been completed over two years. The work under 
the lake has been carried on night and day with- 
out any cessation since the first day I began oper- 
ations. The ground underthe lake through which 
the tunnel is ene built is so different from what 
it was represented to be that the time consumed 
ie necessarily | r than it would otherwise have 
been. The length of the tunnel under the lake is 
10,456.25 feet in the northerly tunnel and 10,935.34 
feet in the southerly tunnel. From the four-mile 
crib there have been built 1,558.60 feet towards the 
shore, which leaves the distance through which 
the tunnel has yet to be built (in order that the 
whole four-mile system may be completed) 8.500 
feet.

Clarke that the specitications pointed out that 
any change in the cuntract should be recom- 
mended by the engineer in writing, and that 
there was no such recommendation. He then 
admitted that the work t the rock 
ought to be advertised for, and t the con- 
tractors were going on regardless of agree- 
ment at the present time. The rock work 
added 130 per cent to the stipulated price.

Discomfort That Fell to the 
View Residents. 
The residents of Lake View were greatly 
annoyed yesterday morning to find the drink- 
ing water was almost unfit for use. It was 
muddy and full of particles and strongly re- 
sembled the water found in a prairie slough. 
It was not fit for washing, let alone culinary 
purposes, 
The bad condition was said to be due to the 
high sea of Sunday night. Assistant City En- 
gineer Feind said: The water is generally 
muddy after a high sea, but this de- 
pends much on the direction of the 
wind. There have been no com- 
plaints regarding Lake View water today 
and this is the first I knew that anything was 
wrong. The currents in the lake sometimes 
cause bad water, and I suppose the people of 
that section will be troubled in this way until 
the tunnel is completed. There are now four 
inlet pipes. Two are 20-inch pipes, and one 
extends 1,300 feet into the lake and the other 
1,700. There is al6G-inch pipe extending out 
1,300 feet. Last fall a 30-inch pipe extending 
900 feet was put in. A connection is being 
made with the Chicago avenue pumpi 
works. A 16-inch pipe is being laid on H 
street, between Fullerton and Wrightwood 
avenues. This will connect the Lake View 
system with the North Side system. As soon 
as the north shore inlet extension is completed, 
which will be somewhere near Oct. 15, Lake 
View can have the benetit of the extra 
supply.“

Two Thieves Arrested for a Crime Commit- 
ted in New York. 

Officers of the dentral detective force capt- 
ured two clever |thieves yesterday for whom 
the New York police have been looking since 
February.

TESTS MADE OF A MAD STONE, 


Description of One Owned at No, 676 
West Madison Street. 

There is a mad stone in town. There may 
be more than one, but this one which came 
under the reporter’s observation is located at 
No. 676 West Madison street, It is unlike the 
ordinary stone. It is honey-combed, the cells 
being tilled with a porous substance which ab- 
sorbs any liquids placed upon it. The stone is 
about an inch square, the porous cells number- 
ing sixteen on each side. It is said 
the stone was found near Wheeling, 
W. Va., over fifty years ago, and 
that it has been successfully employed in two 
aggravated cases of hydrophob innumer- 
able cases of blood poisonimg, and cancerous 
sores. The present possessor of the stone, 
Mrs. Malzahn, says it has been retained in the 
family as an heirloom and its curative proper- 
ties only tested in exceptional cases. 

“TI place the stone in milk,” she said 
yesterday, and when it becomes thoroughly 
satura I tranfer it to the afflicted 
part, to which the stone adheres until all the 
poisonous matter is absorbed. when it vol- 
untarily falls off. ithen replace it in the 
milk, and in its absorbing process the milk is 
turned green. Those who have used the stone 
say the suction at times in painful.“

KANSAS CROPS AND PEFFER’S FOLLIES. 
The Secretary of the Kansas Board of Agri- 
culture gives statistics of the crop yield in that 
State which ought to set Ailiance orators to 
thinking. The breadth sown to winter wheat 
was 3,472,386 acres, giving a crop of 52,086,000 
bushels, most of which is already harvested, 
and the spring wheat will raise the total to 
54,308,000 bushels, being by far the. largest 
crop ever raised in Kansas and more than 
double the one of last year, which was official- 
ly stated at 28,195,000 bushels. The increase 
in acreage is over 60 per cent, and there isa 
good promise for other cereals, though corn 
has been damaged some by continuous rains 
which made cultivation impossible, The wheat 
production of Kansas for this year is thus far 
greater than that of any State on the full crop 
of 1889, placing it at the head of the list, and 
it is far in advance of Illinois as a wheat grow- 
ing State, since in the prolific yoar 1880 we 
only raised a little less than 45,000,000 bushels. 
Senator Peffer must have been aware for 
several weeks past that his State was in the 
prosperous condition indicated by these fig- 
ures. If not he ought to be ashamed of his 
own ignorance, hide his diminished head, and 
go home to learn thenews, The report by the 
State Secretary is in no sense of the word a 
revelation. It only fixes a tentative measure 
on the abundant yield, of which the State was 
long since assured, “barring accidents,”’ 
which did not happen. Yet Peffer has been 
traveling in the East, grunting and groanmg, 
and filling the land with his outcries about the 
deep depression of the farmers in Kansas and 
the absolute necessity of giving to them whole- 
sale relief at the expense of the Nation at 
large. And while the prospects of his State 
have been steadily growing brighter he has 
kept on magnifying the extent of its alleged 
calamity, only at a more rapid rate. Before 
he started out as an orator for the Alliance he 
declared that the mortgage indebtedness of 
Kansas did not exceed thirty million dollars, 
and probably was not more than twenty. Now 
he alleges in the Kansas Farmer that it 
amounts to not less than $230,000,000. 

Look at the contrast. On the one hand is 
Peffer engaged in running down Kansas, try- 
ing to depreciate its credit, representing it as 
a starvation State, and thus domg all in his 
power to scare away from it both men and 
money. If his statements be believed the 
State is a good one to keep out of. If his 
policy be adopted it is one in which money 
invested will be sunk past all hope of redemp- 
tion. On the other hand is the State itself, 
with its fields of golden grain already cut by 
the reaper and soon to be sent to market with 
the certainty of bringing good prices per 
bushel for the largest crop ever known in the 
history of a State. Itis there today with the 
elements of prosperity in such abundance as 
to warrant the farmer in believing he will 
soon be able to pay off his incumbrances and 
be in the world a free inan, owning the broad 
acres he is cultivating, with none to make him 
afraid. What does Peffer mean by thus 
maligning his constituents and doing his 
worst to dépreciate the value of their prop- 
erty in the eyes of the rest of the world? Is 
he crazy? Ors he a deliberate enemy of the 
people who have chosen him as their standard- 
bearer and trying to damage them as much as 
possible before the time arrives for him to 
sit in the national councils at Washington? 

A large part of the abundant crop yield of 
Kansas and other Western States is wanted to 
meet deficient crops in the Old World. The 
people there are preparing to buy just as soon 
as it is ready for the market, and are willing 
to pay good prices for it; also they will pay 
in⸗good money, the result being the speedy re- 
turn of a iarge part of the seventy million 
dollars in gold which has gone from this 
country to Europe within the last six months. 
The farmers can get equally good money for 
what they will sell to consumers in the East- 
ern States from the crops of this and future 
years unless they listen to the pernicious 
counsels of Alliance orators like Peffer, and 
insist upoh being paid in Ocala platform 
trash which would not be worth keeping 
and could not be spent for the purchase of 
such goods as the farmer wants to buy. It 
will be a thousand pities if they are deter- 
mined thus to cut the ground from under 
their own feet, and deal to the country a vital 
blow just at the dawn of an era which other- 
wise would be the most prosperous in the his- 
tory of the Nation.

Honest cleaning out of thieves and 
that infest our Nationa! and State capitols. 

That would be no reversion. It would be 
strictly in line with the demand for an honest 
dollar. The things named above are precisely 
what honest men want all the world over. 
They desire honest money and its full equiva- 


lent in goods that are exchanged for it. They 
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anhpod is dead set 
against permitting a man to borrow money 
worth 100 gold cents to ne dollar, then hay- 
ing the law changed to enable him to pay it 
back with an equal number of dollars each 
of which would be worth but 75 cents in gold. 


To allow such a canceling of responsibilities 
would not be an “honest adjustment of 


“equities in the payment of debts,” and would 


never be consented to by honest men in or out 
of office, The “honest dollar” is worth a 
gold dollar, and people who have borrowed 


gold dollars or their equivalent in value have 


no business to be begging Congress for “ free 
coinage” in order to get Cheap John dollars 
with which to pay their credivors. 

So Tur Tatsunz can heartily indorse the 


proposition to vote for everything named in 


the above list, and with an addition thereto. 
It counsels its readers and the readers of the 
National Reformer to vote for honest dollars, 
honest bushels of grain, honest pounds of beef, 
honest day’s wages, honest officials, honest men 
and women, honest adjustment of salaries 
and equities in the payment of debts, honest 
administration of government, and the clean- 
ing out of thieves and lobbyists. It would 
especially urge the cleaning out of those fel- 
lows who are lobbying with the farmers and 
others to induce them to lobby Congress to 
vote for a dishonest dollar or a dishonest 
measure of the quantity of material that is 
sold for a dollar, Tun Trrsune also de- 
nounces the dishonesty of the men who try to 
dodge the real issue before the people by try- 
ing to make the public believe there is either 
honesty or legal justice in the evasion of 
honest indebtedness by the payment of de- 
preciated dollars or otherwise. And it may 
further de remarked that as a guilty con- 
science does make cowards of us all, so the 
man who undertakes to contest for a dishon- 
est dollar or a dishonest bushel is likely to get 
beaten in the combat.

SHALL SOME NEGROES GO TO AFRICA? 
Bishop Turner of Georgia, one of the Bish- 
ops of the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church, takes a gloomy view of the future of 
the negro race in this country in a sermon 
preached in Bloomington, III., where he thinks 
it never will secure its rights, and consequent- 
ly he tavors the migration of a large part of 
the colored population to Africa. He says: 
That tire is a deep racial prejudice between 
the whites and blacks in this country no intelli- 
gent man will deny, and this prejudice is on the 
increase, thus widening the chasm which sepa- 
rates the two races. In a few years from now, at 
the drift things are taking. the negro will be dis- 
franchised, and in less than twenty years States 
will be enacting laws for his reénslavement. I see 
no remedy except for one hundred thousand or 
half a million ot the higher type of the negro race 
to move off somewhere and establish a nationality 
and flag of their own. Nor do I see any place 
under heaven that promises success in this en- 
deavor except Africa. I believe the negro has the 
power, the pride, the virtue, and all the nobler 
instincts of manhood that can make the project a 
success. The white people of this country must 
either treat the negro as a civil and political 
equal—F am not talking of social equality—or the 
negro will remain here as a menace to-the peace 
and harmony of this great governmen . 
Assuming what the despondent Bishop says 
to be tpue, there is no reason why the more 
energ¢tic, ambitious, and dissatisfied of the 
colored people should not try their fortunes in 
the Continentof Africa, whence their race came 
centuries ago. There are tens of millions of 
acres of land on the Upper Congo and around 
the great lakes, where the climate and the soil 
are alike favorable and where the native pop- 
ulation is not dense; On the great Congo 
table land of Africa white men can live and 
prosper, and the Americanized blacks ought to 
be able to adapt themselves to the peculiar 
conditions of the country much better than 
the whites. 
If the American African can stand alone 


and prosper Africa is the place for him to 


show it, and this is the time, before the in- 
terior of the Black Continent is preémpted by 
white races. It has been said that but for 
constant contact with the whites the Ameri- 
can negroes would slip back into barbarism. 
Hayti has been pointed at as an illustration. 
But the colored men of this country have had 
a century more of training than those of 
Hayti. Their schooling was more thorough 
and by better masters. For while much can 
be truthfully said of the badness of American 
slavery, it was infinitely better than French 
or Spanish slavery in the West India Islands. 
If several hundred thousand of the most ener- 
getic colored men of the United States can 
not go to Africa, hold their own against the 
subtle influences of surrounding barbarism, 
and build up a progressive and aggressive 
State, without perpetual reliance on the aid 
of the white men, then there are no colored 
men in the world who can do it. 

The experiment is worth the trial. Africa 
never will develop a civilization of its own, as 
10,000 years prove. But Africans American- 
ized by a residence here of two and a half 
centuries ought to be able to ‘take possession 
of the Congo plateau of a million square miles 
and hold their own there against pagan blacks 
and Mohammedan Arabs. Southern whites 
have found it an easy matter to bulldoze them. 
They might display more combative man- 
hood when thrown on their own resburces and 
confronted by less civilized adversaries. 

And yet after all the situation in this coun- 
try is not as black or bad as Bishop Turner 
paints it. The deep racial prejudice” he 
speaks of does not exist at the South, 
where the whites preponderate. The 
two races have gotten along wonder- 
fully well in the South, much better 
than Indians and whites would have done in 
the West. The “deep prejudice” at the 
South of the Democrats is not against negroes 
as men, but negroes as voters, voting solidly 
together where they are in the majority over 
the whites. The feeling is not an unnatural 
racial one. If the foreign-born voters of IIIi- 
nois were to form one party and attempt to 
run things after their own peculiar ideas, bar- 
ring out all natives, the native-born voters 
would fuse into one party, and would manage 
somehow to get the upper hand of the for- 
eigners, The solidity of the black vote ‘has 
not resulted in its disfranchisement, and will 
not, but has led to its not being bulldozed or 


| counted out where it is in the local majority. 


If the Georgia Bishop can persuade his black 
people to divide their votes among the white 


candidates, beginning with those local elec- 


fions where officers are chosen who levy and 
spend taxes, he will find that the political 
prejudice of the Southern whites against the 
colored men will die away very rapidly, When 
Democratic politicians observe that colored 
votes can be had for their tickets they will 
see to it that they are cast and counted. At 
the North politicians cultivate Irish, Ger- 
mans, Scotch, English, Welsh, Bohemians, 
Austrians, Swiss, Ruthenians, Belgians, Croa- 
tians, Slavonians, Galicians, Huns, Servians, 
Wallachians, Poies, Russians, Finns, Letts, 
Greeks, and men of a dozen other nationalities, 
and get them made citizens as soon as possible, 

hoping to secure their votes, if they know they 
are not pledged in advance to any one particu- 
lar party, but will be given to the one that bids 


highest,

THE FRANOCO-RUSSIAN ALLIANCE. 

The Paris Gaulois has created a sensation 
in Europe by publishing a communication 
from a prominent diplomat advocating a 
formal alliance between France and Russia, 
based upon the former’s assisting the latter in 
the occupation of Constantinople and their 
joint attack upon England’s supremacy in 
Egypt and the East; It is a suggestive coinci- 
dence that Berlin diplomatic circles are dis- 
turbed by a report that M. Ribot, the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has approached 
the Russian Government on the subject of a 
coalition against England, offering to co- 
operate with Russia in the seizure of Constan- 
tinople and the formation of anew Turkish 
state in Asia, Egypt meanwhile to be placed 
under Franco-Russian protection. Still an- 


other rumor has been set afloat by the Cologne 


Gazette, which is in effect that the Sultan, 
acting under the promptings of the French 
and Russian Ministers, recently held a council 
at which it was proposed that the Porte 
should call a conference of the European 
powers to cunsider the question of the evacua- 
tion of Egypt. 

It is not surprising that the pending visit of 
the German Emperor to England, and the 
general acceptance of the theory that his 
brilliant and friendly receptior means En- 
gland's adhesion to the Dreibund, should set 
afloat all kinds of rumors, and that among 
them the. Eastern question should reappear 
clinging to the possibilities of a Franco-Rus- 
sian alliance. It is not likely, however, that 
France, unless it is possessed of madness, will 
unite with Russia for the accomplishment of 
the latter’s long-time ambition, the possession 
of Constantinople, at least if the assumption 
be true that England has joined the Dreibund. 
But, on the other hand, even if it be not true, 
what would more certainly force such a union 
than the menace to England’s supremacy in 
the East? There is no feature of the situation 
which would not be fatal to France in case it 
should enter upon such a forlorn hope. The 
English fleet, in conjunction with those of Aus- 
tria and Italy, would crush the power of France 
in the Mediterranean. French troops never 
could get to Constantinople by water, for the 
Mediterranean would be an English lake, nor 
could they march down the banks of the Dan- 
ube between Austria and Germany, unless 
they were prepared to march to destruction. 
Equally impotent would be any menace to 
English interests in Egypt. Assault in that 
quarter would only repeat Napoleonic disas- 
ters. Incase of any attack upon Constanti- 
nople by a Franco-Russian force, the Drei- 
bund would speedily become a Fünfbund, the 
triangle a quinquelateral, for Germany, Aus- 
tria, and Italy would come to the assistance 
of England and Turkey, and the combination 
would be impregnable. Instead of uniting 
with the most despotic monarchy in Europe 
and thereby alienating and antagonizing 
all the other powers, it would be 
wiser for France to keep out of any 
entangling alliances and continue devel- 
oping and expanding ita resources and power, 
so that it may be able to protect itself when 
the emergency comes, This it can never do 
if it goes into an alliance with Russia to help 
the latter dominate the Balkans and conquer 
Turkey. Such an alliance would be fatal.

This money was „ collected ‘with very little 
difficulty, Men grumbled when they paid 
their ordinary city taxes, but not when they 
paid their special asséssments for the improve- 
ment of their property. In the latter case 
they saw plainly the benefits they were reap- 
ing. In the former they did not so distinctly. 
The moral of which is: use the special-assess- 
ment system wherever the benefits are special. 
Whenever any improvement enhances the 
value of lots within a certain limited and 
definite area, assess the cost on the property 
benefited thereby. Its owners will pay it 
cheerfully, for the improvement itself has 
supplied them with the money with which to 
pay and added much more to the value of their 
ground, 

As the above table shows, $1,021,961 has 
been collected and will be spent for sewers. 
Had the old system of constructing sewers by 
general tax been retained, it would have been 
impossible to have procured more than half a 
million this year for such purpose. It would 
have taken great pinching and squeezing to 
set aside $300,000 for sewers, which are so 
much needed. The change of systems has 
therefore vindicated itself. 


SOMETHING FOR THE CALAMITY CROAK- 
ERS TO CONSIDER. 

The statistics reported yesterday from 
Nebraska present a phase of the pecuniary 
situation that may be commended to the con- 
sideration of those who are shouting with 
Peffer for cheaper money and plenty of it. 
The deposits of the State and National banks 
aggregate $50,500,000, or $47 per capita of the 
population of the State. The total is nearly 
enough to liquidate all the farm mortgages in 
Nebraska. Meanwhile the State is growing 
rapidly, having doubled its production in the 
last few years, and this mostly by virtue of 
borrowing money from capitalists in other 
States, the profit on the employment of which 
was far greater than the interest paid for 
its use. Now suppose the demands of 
the silver maniacs should be conceded, and 
the finances of the country go down toa 
basis of 75 cents on the dollar, as would be 
the inevitable consequence, The money bor- 
rowed on farm mortgages would be paid off in 
three-quarter dollars and the debtors gain 25 
per cent by the change. But the depositors 
in the State and National banks of Nebraska 
would lose just about as much as the farmers 
gained by fhe depreciation of 25 per cent in 
the purchasing power of the dollar. Some 
people in the Eastern States would be losers 
by the change, but practically the situation 
would balance itself so far as Nebraska was 
concerned, one class of its citizens losing 
what was gained by another. As a whole 
the citizens of that State would be no 
better off than before, Supposing that 
no general loss was entailed by 
the resulting commercial panic there 
would be no benefit to anybody in the State 
that was not counterbalanced by an equal loss 
to somebody else. By voting for free silver 
coinage the people would simply take money 
out of the pockets of one set of its citizens 
in the hope of enriching another set, who are 
no more entitled to favor by the law or pro- 
tection from the consequences of 
debt. Yet the cry uf the Alliance 
that they want no class legislation, and op- 
pose all efforts to legislate in tavor 
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Denen e e should ptevall, 
they would administer to themselves a still 
worse blow. Thete would be no more good 
money to lend for farm improvement or any 
other purpose, and the 13,000,000 acres of yet 
unoccupied land in Nebraska might go beg- 
ging in the absence of any but fiat money to 
pay for its cultivation and buy the produce 
after it had been raised. The people of that 
and other States would pass through a few 
months’ season of financial fever, the hectic 
flush of which might be mistaken by some 
for the glow of health, and then would come 
the collapse.

William C Burhenne Shoots Himself While 
Insane—The Elevator Fell. 
MiLwauxzn, Wis., July 138.—[Special.]— 
William C. Burhenne, head bookkeeper for 
Delorme & Quentin, shot himself in the mouth 


at his home, No. 684 Eighth street, this morn- 
ing and died a few hours later. For some 
days he had been acting somewhat strangely 
and is said to have c dread ofdetectives whom 
he imagined were following him. His em- 
ployers said today that while no examination 
had been made of his books, they believed 
that his accounts would be found all straight. 
They were inclined to believe that he had 
suddenly became deranged, but knew of no 
reason for it. Burhenne was but 30 years of 
age and leaves a wife and two children. 

One of the overhead wires of the Becker 
Electric Street railway dropped on Wisconsin 
street this morning, amoment later one 
of the Lightning Messenger company’s horses 
stepped on the wire and fell te the pavement 
apparently dead, A fireman stepped up and 
took hold of the horse, but he go very 
quickly, for the animal was charged with 
electricity.

After a couple of hours the horse re- 
covered so he coul 1 ve the barn. 

Bernard Tripte and orge Wolf were in- 
jured probably fatally through the falling of 
the elevator from the second floor to the base- 
ment at the Milwaukee Wire works, No. 124 
Sycamore street, this morning. The cause of 
the accident was the breaking of the beam 
supporting the wheelover which the cable 
runs.

He Explains His Pian to the People at the 
Riverside Meeting. 

Decatur, III., July 13.—[Special. |—Bishop

in the interest of mission work, delivered part 
of his lecture on “The Future of the Negro 
Race“ at the pavilion at Riverside Park to- 
day. The Bishop in brief traced the origin of 
the white and black man, and discussed the 
racial prejudices of the two races on this 
continent. He declared that the prejudice 
was widening and deepening constantly and 
that there was no hope of the blacks ayer 
enjoying full political and civil free- 
dom in this country.

Financial Idiosyncrasy of a Late Winona 
Woman— Money in Odd Places. 

Winona, Minn., July 13.—Nearly two years 
ago a sensation was caused here by the sui- 
cide of Lena Weinberg, for thirty years house- 
keeper of the old Huff House, and the discov- 
ery after her death of about $12,000 in gold 
coin stowed away under false bottoms in her 
trunks. With this money she was about to 
return to Sweden, her native land, and 
shipped the trunks to Baltimore, but in a mo- 
ment of frenzy took her life just as the time 
arrived for her departure.

Louise M. and Van Buren in Turn Make 
New Marks at One Mile and 100 Yards 
~Aloha Also Beats Prince Royal’s Mile 
and One-Sixteenth by Half a Second— 
Other Records Nearly Touched—Today’s 

The Washington Park track was as fast as 
lightning yesterday. The 2-year-olds showed 
its speed when Minnie U. won the opening race 
at five furlongs. Then the Californian mare, 
Louise M., just nipped John Daly and Barney 
at the post for the second race at one mile 
and 100 yards in 1:4644. That was a new rec- 
ord atan irregular distance, displacing Bob 
Forsythe’s 1:50%, made last September at 
Louisville with 108 pounds up. 

Racine won the third race at one mile and 
seventy yards by two lengths, with his mouth 
open and pulled up, in 1:4544. He could have 
been ridden a little down the stretch and 
made the distance in 1:4444. The record is 
Lizzie B.’s 1:45, with 104 pounds up, at 
Washington Park last July. Racine’s is real- 
ly a far better performance. He carried 122 
pounds, 

Then came along Ban Chief, 150 pounds up, 
with a mile in 1:4244. Records had. been 
nearly touched, In the next event Silver Lake 
ran a mile and a sixteenth in 1:47, only a 
second off Prince Royal’s Morris Park 1890 
record. 

From this out actual record breaking began. 
Van Buren, in the sixth race, ran the mile and 
one hundred yards in 1:45. The mile was 
run in 1:39 or less, good watches marking 
1:38 45, a remarkable performance, even 
though Van Buren only carried 75 pounds. 
This again beat the record, Bob Forsythe’s 
1:50%, away off. 

: Aloha a Record Breaker. 

Aloha closed the day’s glory with a mile and 
one sixteenth in 1:46, with 110 pounds up, 
beating Prince Royal’s former record, with 
116 poundsup, by half a second.

DECLINE TO MAKE ANY PROMISES. 


Result of Mr. Jaycox’s Conference with 
Ocean Steamship Agents, 

Traffic Manager Jaycox has returned from 
New York and Philadelphia, where he went to 
confer with steamship lines relative to re- 
duced. rates on passengers and exhibits, and 
reports a friendly feeling toward the Fair by 
all the companies. But of the twelve or fifteen 
lines conferred with only one, the Allan- 
State, running to Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, agreed to make any reduction on 
World’s Fair traffic. The Allan-State people 
promised to make a reasonable reduction on 
exhibits. The Inman, Cunard, White Star, 
and other big lines declined to make any 
promises. They agreed to call a meeting of 
the agents this week, at which the matter 
would be discussed and then laid before the 
general managers, most of whom live in Eu- 


rope. 

There were several excuses made for not 
promising much. agents said that dur- 
ing the World’s Fair summer the people who 
usually go abroad would remain at home, and 
the companies would have to even up on pas- 
sengers from abroad coming to the Fair. 
They thought it too early anyway to talk 
about reductions. 

8 exhibits the agents said freight 
rates would have to be determined according 
to usual business methods. 


CLASSIFICATION WORK DONE, 


Report of the Committee to the Board of 
Control—Its Progress. 

The Committee on Classification made a re- 
port yesterday to the Board of Control as to 
the work it has done. The report says that 
the Departments of Live-Stock, Agriculture, 
Mines and Mining, Electricity, and Fine Arts 
have been revised in accordance with the 
wishes of the several chiefsand without chang- 
ing the plan and scope of the system of classi- 
fication. Concerning the Department of Horti- 
culture, over which so much fuss has been 
made, the report says:

Exposition Notes. 
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IT WILL BE THE MO 
HOUSE OF THE OO 


The “ Friendship Hotel” on Clinton Street 
Now in Process of Completion—Luxur- 
jes for the Poor—Separate Rooms and 
All the Conveniences, Including a Hos- 
pital, Baths, and Reading-Rooms, at 
Merely the Regulation Lodging- House 
Prices. 

When the new seven-story building at School 
and Clinton streets, half a block south of 
Madison street, is completed it will be opened 
up as the model lodging house of the country, 
under the name of the Friendship Hotel. The 
building is being constructed by John M. 
Clark, Collector of the Port, but all the inte- 
rior work and finishing will be done by Alam 
Moris and W. J. Foy, who will be the landlord 
of the new hostelry. 

Prior to arranging the plans for the interior 
Mr. Moris went to Europe and inspected the 
lodging-houses of all the great cities. He 
found those of England and Scotland superior 
to all others, and especially profited by his 
visit to the Seaman’s me in Liv- 
erpool. After his return he employed 
an architect, who followed out his ideas in 


planning the interior arrangement of the 


Friendship Hotel, Mr, Clark having previous- 
ly agreed to erect the building, which covers 
two city lots and which is now ready for the 
roof. The building is a substantial structure, 
with fair architectural pretensions. 

The hotel, which is intended for the accom- 
modation of unmarried men from the ranks 
of mechanics and laboring classes, will have 
540 rooms fitted up on the six upper floors of 
the building. ach room is intended for the 
accommodation of but one guest, aud each 
will be furnished with an oak bedstead, with 

and moss mattresses, a table, a 
a wardrobe. The rooms 
will 6x7 feet in dimension 
and be divided by partitions eight feet 
high, and a clever device will be utilized to 
keep each guest’s rooms sacred from in- 
truders and thieves. The coping of par- 
titions will be covered with copper, under 
which will run a wire connected with an elec- 
tric contrivance in the office. The weight of 
a finger placed on the copper band will be 
sufficient to send an alarm to the office and to 
notify the watchman on the floor that some 
one is up to mischief, By means of this con- 
trivance Mr. Moris holds thatevery guest’s 
room will be as secure as though it were sur- 
rounded by walls of steel. 

The office wil be located on the first floor, 
on which also will be arrar a reading- 
room and a library, which will be one of the 
features of the hotel. No liquor wr card play- 
ing will be allowed in the hotel, but a room 
will be set apart for players of chess, checkers, 
and dominoes. A barber-shop, where the 
patrons of the house will be given special rates, 
will also find space on this floor. In the base- 
ment there will be a lunch-room with prices 
as low as possible. and also a bath-room with 
six tubs, which will be at the services of 
lodgers from 5 o’clock in the morning until 
midnight. New applicants for lodging will be 
required to use the bath-room the first day 
they are inmates of the hotel—just as a guaran- 
tee of good faith. 

On the six floors on which the rooms are 
located there will be a lavatory with marble 
basins and all the things necessary to pro- 
mote cleanliness, includimg hot and cold 
water, soap, towels, shoe-blacki stands 
clothes brushes, etc. The whole building will 
be heated by steam and lighted by gas and 
electricity. 

In the construction of the building the sub- 
ject of ventilation has receiyed special atten- 
tion, and on each sleeping floor, will be twelve 
ventilators 12x18 inches and with a capacity of 
changing the atmosphere of each floor every 
twenty minutes. 

On the top floor will be a‘ Hospital ward of 
two rooms, which will be in charge of — 
tent nurses under the supervision of a regular 
medical practitioner who will be retained by 
the owners of the hotel, This hospital will be 
open to all regular patrons of the house. 

hose who are able will be expected to pay 
for their treatment and the necessary med) 
cines, but none will be refused admission 
the hospital on account df lack of means. 

An elevator will be one of the luxuries of 
the establishment. 5 

Rooms will be let at 15, 20, and 25 cents a 
night, or $1, $1.25, and $1.50 a week. The 
Friendship Hotel will be ready to receive 
lodgers - 1, when it will be formally 
opened with music, literary exercises, und 
other big doi 

Messrs. Moris and Foy are already operat- 
ing three lodging-houses on the West Side and 
are caring for 725 rooms. Mr. Moris said: 

We will make the Friendship the model 
lodging-house of the world. Tt will be a home 
for our men, and we expect to take our guests 
from the best classes of laboring men and 
single men with trades.”

A Long Trip ontthe Burning Desert Made 
by California Men. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 13.—[Special. ]— 
About a month ago Bob Montgomery, a 
brother of the famous prospector who located 
the Montgomery mines, together with two 
companions named Sherwood and Metcalfe, 
set out from the Montgomery mining camp 
with six jacks on a prospecting trip in the 
foothills around Death Valley. They are all 
old hands at roughing it, but they agree that 
the valley was well named. In making the 
trip down Furnace Creek to Cottonwood a hot 
wind came up in which it was next to impos- 
sible for them to get their breath. The ani- 
mals began to give up and they were 
— . to abandon their packs and start 
on a hunt for water. What IAttle they had left 
they mixed with vinegar and oatmeal, but the 
intense heat soured the oatmeal and made the 
mixture so hot that it would actually burn 
them when they wet their swollen tongues 
with it. 

They found the remains of the wagons of 
the lost party of emigrants that separated 
from the Townsend party. They fo bones, 
but the heat had almost reduced them to 
powder, and the woodwork on the wagons had 
all been burned by the Indians. The Town- 
send party sta from Salt Lake for Los An- 
geles and were piloted into Death Valley by a 
man named Burnett, where they quarre 
and separated.

FAILED TO SUBMIT ITS REPORT. 


The Council Heard Nothing from the North- 
ern Pacific Investigating Committee. 

Contrary to expectation the committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the manner in which 
the Northern Pacific ordinance was passed did 
not submit its report to the Council last even- 
ing. There were various reasons assigned for 
the failure to report. Some had it that it was 
held back so that the Aldermen could get 
even”? with the Mayor for his veto of the 
Economic Gas ordinance and to compel Ald, 
Cullerton to stand by the same ordinance 
which he voted for the previous Monday. 

The committee met at 10:30 in the ante- 
room of the City-Hall and read over a report 
which Attorney Kichberg had prepared at the 
request of Chairman Cremer. The report 
went over the history of the ordinance, recit- 
ing the various facts which, in the judgment 
of the Aldermen and Mr. Richberg. rendered 
it null and void. The following facts were re- 
lied on to sustain this conclusion:

oF That it was put on its passage contrary tothe 
rules and without a suspension of such rules. 

3. That it was improperly described and in- 
dorsed by the agent of the railroad company, Mr. 
Boutell, and that this act of deception led to its

4. That if read at all it was read by a mis- 
leading caption. 

5. That it was improperly and surreptitiously 
mingled with non-contentious ordinances for pur-

There were several other reasons to uphold 
the same contention in all of which the com- 
mittee concu committeemen, with 
the exception of Ald. Cremer, wanted to go 
lightly on Ald. Cullerton, and wished that the 
Mayor, Commissioner Aldrich, and Corpora- 
tion-Counsel Miller should be held blameless. 
There was much difference of opinion on 
these points, One particular in which all the 
committeemen agreed was that the city offi- 
cials had no right. to withhold information. 
Even though right was questioned and 
denied by two officials who nevertheless 
deemed it advisable to respond and testify, 
their refusal to do so would have been in them 
a palpable omission of duty or malconduct, 
which, under Art. II., Sec. 27, of the City Char- 
ter, would have rendered them liable to in- 
dictment, subject to be fined on conviction in 
asum not exceeding $10,000 and to be re- 
moved from office. And under the criminal 
code, Sec. 208, every person holding a munici- 

al office guilty of any palpable omission of 
Auty shall be fined not exceeding $10,000 and 
may be removed from his office, trust, or em- 
ployment. In view of these provisions the 
committee would not be deterred@rom exer- 
cising its authority to compel the two officials 
referred tothe Mayor Ald. Cullerton—to 
testify. 

The committee will embody something like 
this in its report, which will probably be 
agreed to Wednesday, and submitted to the 
next meeting of the Council. The report, it 
is understood, will be rather voluminous.

EXPOSITION BUILDING LITIGATION, 


Answer of the City and Mayor to the Bill 
for an Injunction. 

Answer has been made by the city and the 
Mayor to the bill for injunction filed by the 
Inter-State Industrial Exposition to restrain 
the removal of the building on the Lake- 
Front. 

The bill alleges that the building was put 
up by anumber of prominent business peo- 
ple not to make money, but for the interest 
of the people of Chicago. This is denied in 
the answer. It avers that the enterprise was 
for personal gain; that the Exposition was a 
stock corporation with a capital stock of 
$250,000 held by different individuals as an in- 
vestment. Out of the net earnings of the 
scheme the stockholders received dividends. 

Whether the building originally cost $300,- 
000 and improvements to the extent of $275,- 
000 have subsequently been made, the city is 
unadvised and leaves the company to make 


proof. 


The permission anted the company in 
1874 to erect the building and lease the prem- 
ises for $500 a year was revoked Feb. 9, 1891, 
by the City Council, as provided in the origi- 


nal grant. Notice was given the company to 


remove the building within ninety days, ana 
not doing so the city took possession and be- 
gan to tear it down, as it had a right to do. 
An injunction was granted when the bill was 
filed, and yesterday Judge Horton was to have 
heard a motion to dissolve, but o to the 
engagement of Corporation Counsel Miller 
the matter went over until Friday morning.

Cross-Town Ordinances. 

The cross-town ordinances did not come up 
before the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
West yesterday afternoon, and the committee 
spent its time over a few minor affairs, all of 
which were postponea again.

Mills, 
Dorman, and Dvorak were appointed a com- 
mittee to look into the ordinance granting 
John and James Hedenberg the right to lay a 
railroad track from Twelfth street through

Ald. Fonda’s ordinance extending the time 
of the Circle rauway company of Chicago to 
construct tracks in the northwestern part of 
the city was bitterly fought by Dvorak, who 
declared that the company had no bona fide 
intention to build a road.

The 
subject was finally dismissed for a week to 
permit the parties interested in the enter- 
prise to make their representations to the 
committee. 

Ald. Roth endeavored to secure favorable 
action on an ordinance tor the opening of 
Carroll avenue to Central Park avenue, but, 
astern disclaimer, the whole subject wa» 
postponed. 

It was intimated that the Mayor and Mr. 
Yerkes were conducting negotiations with 
reference to the cross-town lines, which might 
necessitate the filing of all the pending 
ordinances, and that this was the reason no 
action was taken on them. 


NOW THE LAW WILL SETTLE II.

CORD TRUST AND FARMERS’ ALLIANCE, 


Comment Upon the Story of a Combination

is believed here by those who ought to know 
to be without any basis. 

A. Timarman, in charge of the Western 
office of the cordage company at No, 2 Sher- 
man street, said yesterday that he thought the 
story as published was untrue. He had heard 
nothing of it, and his conviction was that the 
National Cordage company would have noth- 
ing to do with the Farmers’ Alliance under 
any circumstances, 

H. H. Balch, represented in the statement 
as one of the prime movers in the scheme, and 
Secretary of the National Cordage company, 
has no connection with the company, Mr. 
Timarman gays, though as a broker and law- 
yer he may have some relations with the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance. It is thought probable that the 
scheme, if it has any foundation at all, is pro- 
jected by some Farmers’ Alliance leaders to 
get fat offices and financial standing for them- 
sel ves. 

Other parties m the twine and cordage busi- 
ness in this city had no special knowledge of 
the scheme, but they would not be surprised 
at any attempt of, the cordage trust to back 
itself up from the outside. There were interests 
in the trade opposed to thetrust, and fighting 
it with more capital than it could command, 
and if it could form a union with the Alliance 
and join with it in establishing codéperative 
stores all over the country, where its goods 
alone would be sold, the scheme would doubt- 
less be a profitabie one. But the officers of 
the cordage company here say such a plan 
would not be sanctioned by the company, and 
that it has no desire to complicate its business 
with any Alliance or other combination.

CAN REDEEM THE FORFEITED LAND. 


Judge Blodgett Devides That Thirty Acres 
in Crawford Are Unjustly Held. 

Judge Blodgett yesterday rendered a de- 
cision which affects the ownership of thirty 
acres of land in the Town of Crawford valued 
at $90,000 to $140,000. The litigat on has quite 
a history, Back in the 608 Gilbert Crawford 
owned considerable land in Crawford and he 
gave trust-deeds to the property te the Union 
Mutual Life Insurance company in consider- 
ation of money loaned. In 1879 the company be- 
gan foreclosure suits and decrees of foreclos- 
ure were ente Some time after it was 
claimed Crawford was declared insane and 
his conservator, Sophronia Crawford, began 
suits to recover the land on the ground that 
Crawford was irresponsible when he executed 
the trust-deeds, and that his insanity was 
taken advantage of and he was defrauded by 
the company. 

The case was referred to a Master in 
ee and the court’s decision yesterday 
upheld the master’s report. The court found 
that the allegations of insanity were not sup- 
ported by the facts, but that the land and lots 
held by the insurance company were held, 
solely as security for the repayment of money 
loaned, and that Crawford had not been al- 
lowed to redeem his land in the three years 
prescribed by the contract. The court held 
that the company has been reimbursed by the 
sale of one of the lots owned by Crawford, 
and that the complainant ought to recover the 
land on reimbursing the defendant for taxes 
and interest. 


Corporations Must Pay Taxes, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 13.—[Special. ]—Attor- 
ney-General Smith today delivered an opinion as 
to taxation of corporations. Private corpora- 
tions, he says, such ascertain joint stock concerns 
and business firms, should be assessed on the 
amount of their capital stock. Public corpora- 
tions, such as banks, railroads, and gas com- 
panies, should be on the capital stock 
lus the value of the stock or franchise. In re- 
erring to the claim of the Boonevil'e bank for 
credits on account of 10 per cent for interest on 
investment, for unpaid taxes, and for wages due 
eniployés, which credits the bank claims should 
be offset against the capital stock of $50,000, the 
Attorney-General decides that the credits are not 
valid and that the bank’s stock being worth 

$65,000 should be assessed on that amount,

Five Thousand Dollars for Wines at the 
G. A. R. Banquet, | 
Detroit Journal: The veterans of the G. A. 
R. will be honored by Detroit next month 
with every attention and courtesy that in- 
terest and forethought can devise, unstinted 
by any lack of funds.

BUSINESS I8 IMPROVING. 


HEAVY INCREASE IN SHIPMENTS TO 
LOCAL POINTS IN THE EAST. 


Through Traffic Continues Light Owing to 
Lake Competition—Reduction in Rates 
No Longer Contemplated=—The Alton 
Will Have to Stay Out of the Passenger 
Association—Meeting of the Advisory 


While east-bound freight shipments from 
Chicago through to seaboard points last week 
decreased about 800 tons, making one of the 
lightest weeks on record for this season of the 
year, the shipments to interior local points 
show an increase of nearly 23,000 tons, or 
twice the amount of the total tonnage carried 
through to the seaboard. The total through 
shipments of flour, grain, and provisions by 
the various Central Traffic Association roads 
for the week ending Saturday amounted to 
12,751 tons, against 18,509 tons for the week 
previous and 18,086 tons for the corresponding 
week last year. One of the main reasons for 
the light through basiness carried by the roads 
is the strong competition by the lake lines. 
The shipments by lake from this city last 
week amounted to $4,750 tons, against 34,669 
tons for the week previous, an iucrease for the 
week of 50,081 tons, This accounts for the 
large difference between the through and 
local shipments by the all-rail lines. 
On local business the roads had not 
to encounter the active lake competition 
and the increase of hearly 23,000 tons against 
a decrease in through shipments. While rate- 
cutting is still practiced by some of the roads, 
and particularly by the Soo line and Cana- 
dian Pacific from St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
yet there is no longer any prospect of a reduc- 
tion in all- rait rates, as the local business is 
getting so heavy that not much attention is 

id by any of the roads, except those havi

WILLGET ALONG WITHOUT THE ALTON 


Protection Afforded Western Association 
Lines by Eastern Roads, 

It having been definitely ascertained at 
Saturday’s meeting of the managers of the 
Western roads that a majority of them are in 
favor of sustaining Chairman Finley in his 
decision that the Alton, by refusing to com- 
ply with the orders of the Chairman, has no 
longer any rights in the association, it has 
been decided to carry on the work of the as- 
sociation without the Alton. Chairman 
Midgley yesterday ¢alled a special meeting of 
the General Passenger Agents of the associa- 
tion, to be held at his oftice Thursday, to com- 
plete the work left: unfinished when the reg- 
ular meeting adjourned last Friday. The 
reason the association roads have changed 
their position so suddenly and gone back on 
the Alton is the assurance given them by 
Chairman Blanchard and the Vice-Chairman of 
the Central Traffic Association that the East- 
ern roads would prorate with their Western 
connections on whatever rates they may be 
compelled to make, in competition with the 
Alton and that full protection in every other 
respect would be afforded them. The Alton 
people say they do not propose to cut rates or 
bring on a war, but they mean to shade their 
rates sufficiently to make the same through 
rates via the Alton as are made via any of 
the other Western roads. The protection af- 
forded the Western Association roads by the 
Eastern lines does not extend to the Chicago, 
St. Paul and Kansas City road, and it is prob- 
able, in consequence thereof, this road will 
withdraw from the association. It is hard to 
see how, under the circumstgnces, a serious 
passenger war can be averted. 


MEETING OF THE ADVISORY BOARD. 


Trying te Form a Tonnage Pool and Estab- 
lish Joint Agencies. 

Much anxiety is felt in railway circles here 
regarding the result of the meeting of the Ad- 
visory Board of the Western Traffic Associa- 
tion, to be held in New York. All the Chicago 
roads members of the association will be rep- 
resented at the meeting by their Presidents. 
The principal controversy will be regarding 
the diversion of traffic by Gould’s roads via 
the Richmond Terminal and the Toledo, St. 
Louis and Kansas City, thus depriving the 
Chicago lines of a fair proportion of their 
traffic. There is only one way by which this 
trouble can de and that is 
by a division of traffic, which will 
insure each road in the association a fair pro- 
portion of the business. It will be no easy 
matter to accomplish this, owing to the ina- 
bility to determine the percentage to which 
each road is entitled. The Board of Ccmmis- 
sioners (Big Six’’) has had the matter under 
consideration for some time but has been un- 
able to arrive at a definite conclusion. It will 
submit a report through Chairman Walker 
today recommen a tonnage pool and also 
the establishment of jomt agencies, but will 
make no recommendation as to how this shall 
be accomplished, leaving it for the managers 
to work out the problem.

Did Lincoln Want Andy Johnson Nom- 
inated fer Vice-President? 

New York Post: The controversy between 
John G. Nicolay and Col. A. K. McClure re- 
garding Mr. Lincoln’s preference for an asro- 
ciate on the Presidential ticket has reached 
the’ acute stage of blackguardism, McClure 
having alluded to Nicolay as a pup” who 
ought to have been drowned at birth.

All the 
contrary hearsays and recollections of a 
quarter of e century ago must give way be- 
fore that unimpeachable reco Included 
in these hearsays is one from Mr. 
Frank A. Burr, who writes that the 
late Simon Cameron told him that 
he (Cameron) received a request from Mr, 
Lincoln to visit Gen. Butler at Fortress Mon- 
roe and propose to the latter that he should 
be a candidate for the Vice-Presideney, which

GUNS WILL BE FINISHED. 


FAILURE OF THE PNEUMATIC DYNA- 
MITE COMPANY HAS ADVANTAGES, 


The War Department Now in a Position to 
Have the Work Completed—One of St. 
Gaudens’ Statues That Is Not Entirely 
Satisfactory—Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker to Reduce Some of His Expenses 
to the Extent of $100,000 — General 
Washington News. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., July 13.—[{Special. |— 
The failure of the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun 
company is neither a surprise nor a matter of 
much regret to the officials of the War Depart- 
ment. There is sympathy for those who may 
have sustained any financial losses, but the 
government has suffered so much in the way 
of delays in the crippled condition of the com- 
pany financially that there is now relief that 
the crisis has come. Work may soon be re- 
sumed on the eight Zalinski dynamite guns 
contracted for in March, 1889. As long as 
the company continued in a threatened 
insolvent condition the War Department 
was not disposed to crowd it, and the result 
has been that nearly a year has elapsed since 
the time specified for the completion of the 
guns and not one of them is ready for trial, 
and forsix months or more work upon them 
has been practically at a standstill. Now it is 
possible for the War Department to enforce 
the bondsmen to complete the guns or to ac- 
cept the offer of other parties to build them. 
Gen. Flagler said today that he had 
declined to grant ta further extension of 
the contract July 1, when the last 
extension expired, in order that matters might 
be brought toa head and the department 
placed in a position where it could either 
make a new contract or demand redress from 
the bondsmen. Offers have been made by 
other parties to undertake the work, and 
unless the receiver of the insolvent firm can 
patch up matters so as to continue work one 
of these will be accepted. Gen. Flagler says 
there is no doubt that these guns will be built, 
and that they will form a most useful means 
of coast defense. 


Thinks It Is Unchristian. 

Chic admirers of St. Gaudens may be 
surprised to learn that there are persons in 
Washington who look upon the sculptor’s 
work as unorthodox. The finest specimen of 
his art in Washington is the monument erect- 
ed by Henry Adams, the historian, in Rock 
Creek Cemetery in memory of his wife, who 
died in 1885. The design is by St. Gaudens, 
and it is, — oe the best thing he has yet 
done, coming close to the classic ideal im aig- 
nity and power. The idea intended to be con- 
veyed is that of eternal rest, and the 
sculptor has thrown about the bronze 
figure of a woman of heroic size, seated on a 
granite bench and leaning against a granite 
slab, an atmosphere of eternal melancholy as 
well. There is a weirdness and a fascination 
about the conception and execution, the hood- 
ed head resting on r „L arm, and all, 
that draws hundreds to retired spot in 
the far-away cemetery. Butthe worthy rector 
of the little church about which the church- 
var has grown and ex is making 
every effort, it is said, to have the re re- 
moved.

TESTING A NEW MECHANICAL FUSE. 


Successful Trials of Gen. Berdan’s Device 
at Sandy Hook. 

Wasuineron, July 11.—The Chief of Ord- 
nance of the army has just received a report 
from the commanding officer of the proving 
grounds at Sandy Hook on the trials recently 
made by him of the mechanical fuse invented 
by Gen. Berdan. This fuse is so constructed 
as to utilize the rotary motion of the shell 
when passing through the air, so as to cause 
the shell to explode when it has made the 
number of revolutions at which the fuse has 
been set, in place of the common time fuse, 
with burning composition, which is known to 
be full of many inherent difficulties. 

The mechanism is very ingenious and very 
simple. With one screw and one small wheel 
the size of a five-cent piece the motion of the 
shell is reduced 1,200 turns to one of the index 
wheel, an arrangement of compound endless 
screws. The tendency of the shell to turn the 
entire fuse — — with the shell is

Ohe object ot this trial is to determine 
whether or not this device would operate un- 
der the shock in firing rapid rotation. 
Two shots were fired from an eight-inch gun 
into a butt of sand at a distance of 1,500 feet. 
The shells were recovered, and when taken 
apart it was found that the fuse registered, as 
near as they could determine with the piay in 
the screws, just tifty turns, which was the re- 
quired distance, the pitch of the rifling being 
one turn in thirty feet. The principle of the 
fuse was thus established, and the of 
Ordnance will ask the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortifications at its next meeting to grant an 
additional allotment for trials to perfect the 
details.

Willard puts serenely on a par with the Pitte- 
burg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis railway 
company looks after the lives and the health of a 
million and a quarter of people, It protects their 
property from fire and from robbers and their 
bodies from disease as far asitcan. It furnishes 
multitudes of children with an elementary educa- 
tion. It 8 controversies between meu and 
preserves the peace and promotes general pros- 
perity. It makes and enforces those regulations 
which come the closest to the citizen. If this 
municipal corporation is stricken down and noth- 
ing substituted for it. society is dissolved into its 
original elements. The municipal corpoi ation 
the embodiment of government, justice, and law 
—has a history of uncounted centuries: Mr. 
Willard’s corporation is but a magnified stage- 
coach and prairie schooner, invented and adopted 
but yesterday. 

It is because Lawyer Willard thinks his com- 
mon carrier corporation stands on the same 
plane with the city municipality that he says: 
“It would be arbitrary and unjust, and therefore 
against good principle, in the absence of any 
“ agreement by the company that it would bear 
“the burden of such entire cost’’-—of a viaduct. 
The courts have held otherwise, however. The 
Supreme Court of this State says in the case of 
the People vs. The Chicago and Alton—#@/th Illi- 
nois It is a well-settled principle of the com- 
mon law, resting upon the most obvious consider- 
ations of justice, that any person or corporation 
that cuts through a highway, for the benefit of 
such person or corporation, must furnish to the 
public a proper crossing, even though acting un- 
der a license from the proper authorities—with 
reference of course to cases where the legislative 
power has not in terms relieved the person or com- 
pany that interfered with a highway from the 
necessity of removing any obstructions it may 
create. In the absence of such an expressed pro- 
vision itis palpable that a railway company is 
under the obligation to leave every highway that 
it crosses in a safe condition for the publie.“ 

This is sound law founded on common sense. 
The waiver of the rights of the citizens or of the 
duties of a municipal corporation cannot be as- 
sumed, but must be set forth in express language. 
All grants which may be in derogation of public 
rights are to be strictly construed. Where there 
is a doubt the question must be decided against 
the corporation organized for purposes of private 
gain and in favor of the corporation created by 
the people for the maintenance of law and order. 

When any railroad can show a city ordinance 
giving it the right to come into the city, and de- 
claring that it shall not be required to depress or 
elevate its tracks or build viaducts or make 
crossings safe in any way, and that it is expressly 
relieved from furnishing a safe crossing then it 
may say with some confidence that the city can- 
not compel it to build viaducts at its sole cost. 
There are no such ordinances and never will be. 

Before the railroads entered Chicago the cross- 
ings were safe. The big locomotive steam 
horse came in and the crossings ceased to be safe. 
It is the duty of the companies to restore the 
crossings to their former safe coadition, They 
came here not as philanthropists or municipal 
governors, but to make money. They have bene- 
fited the city incidentally, but so has every manu- 
fatturer who has come here to make money. A 
railroad might as well ask the city to buy the 
rails fur that part of its tracks which is within 
the corporate limite or to pay the wages of watch- 
men at crossings as to ask it to build viaducts 
for it or to share the expense of making crossings 
safe which it had rendered unsafe. The cost of a 
viaduct is just as much a part of the total ex- 
pense of constructing the line as the grading of 
the roadbed, and the interest on that part of 
the investment must be paid out of the receipts 
of the road and not by the city municipality. If 
Lawyer Willard’s road builds the viaducts it 
ough, to it would not be able to increase its 
freight or passenger rates, but it could do busi- 
ness faster and safer. In that case the dividends 
to stockholders would not be much lessened. But 
they are the ones who should bear the cost, be the 
same much or little, for they are the ones 
“whose pecuniary benefits by the existence of the 
road can be accurately and definitely measured.

Nor is it true to say that the city concedes noth- 
ing when 1t allows a railroad to build a viaduct 
at its cost.
